MONTREAL, May 29.—A reduction 


in the transportation tariff of wheat 
flour for export only of 3.33 cents per 
hundred pounds from Georgian Bay 
ports to Montreal, Saint John and 
Halifax, was announced by the Cana- 
dian National and Canadian Pacific 
railway: The cut follows a similar 
reduction made by United States lines 
recently The new rates will go into 
effect today, and will continue until 
September, ‘The new rate from Geor- 
gian Bay ports to Montreal will be 
14.17 cents per hundred pounds, as 
compared with 17.50 cents previously

THE CURE OF CONSTIPATION 

In curing constipation, one of 
is that the patient should cultivate the habit of going to the stool at regular 
intervals each day whether the desire to evacuate is present or not. The best 
time this is shortly after each meal, because a kind of peristaltic wave 
passes through the entire intestines soon after food 
begins to enter the stomach. 

Many of the simpler cases of constipation can be 
entirely cured by cultivating this habit of regularity 
and by using larger quantities of bulky foods.

cows, flocks of poultry, and pigs are 
not uncommon sights tn the back 
yard, 


Value Of Training 


The improvement in home life on 
the reserves is due in a large mea- 
sure to the training received by the 
young Indian women tn the boarding 
schools maintained by the depart- 
ment, In these they learn, among 
other things the principles of domes- 
tic science and hygiene, At one time 
it was a difficult matter to make the 
Indians realize the value of milk as a 
food for themselves and their chil- 
dren and to get them te milk their 
cows, However, a gradual change has 
taken place in thelr attitude, An in- 
creasing number of cows are being 


milked and milk, cream, and butter | 


are in use in Indian homes, The de- 
velopment of gardening is another 
gratifying feature of the Indians’ pro- 
gress, and last year nearly 350 acres 
were sown to vegetables 

In the matter of hygiene, the De- 
partment of Indian Affairs makes ev- 
ery effort to encourage good practice 
Where the wives and mothers are 
school graduates, the value of sani- 
tary conditions fully realized, and 
among the older Indian women the 
work of the travelling nurses and 
field matrons is gradually bearing 
fruit. Four travelling nurses are con- 
étantly on the yoad visiting Indian 


homes on the various reserves in the | 


west, instructing the women how to 


live and how to care for their chil-| 


dren, This service Is ou dlemented by 
the work of a staff of Yield matrons 
who make frequent visits to give any 
advice and assistance needed by the 
native women 
Care Of Aged 

The care of the aged is also a par- 
ticular responsibility of the depart- 
ment and officers on the reserves pro- 
vide food, clothing, and homes for 
indigent members of the bands. Dur- 
ing the last three years the policy of 
the department has been to encour- 


age as many old Indians as possible to | 


live in teepees during the summer 
The teepees are usually large and 
well ventilated and the old Indians 
are greatly benefitted in health by 
this practice of living in these airy 
summer habitations.
